Letter From His Sister in St. Louis 
Blighted. Hopes and COaused 
Dramatic Suicide of Dennis 
Splain in San 
Francisco. 


Raid on Train, Which Was Without 
Violence, Was Near Scene Where 
a Dummy Train Once 
- \ Foiled a Robbery. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., April 4—Train No. 13, 
on the Burlington route, which left St. 
Joseph for the north at 11:40 o’clock last 
night, was stopped three miles north of the 
eity limits by four masked men. 

Railroad authorities assert that the rob- 
bers got nothing, althovgh on this point 
conflicteing reports are in circulation this 
morning. 

The attempted robbery occurred 15 min- 
utes after the train had pulled out of the 
Francis street station in this city. The 
secene is very near the place where, on 
the night of Sept. 24, 1893, four young men 

. of this city made a futile attempt to rob 
a Burlington train, two of the party being 
shot down. 


Wo Violence 

Was Offered. 

On that occasion the rafiroad authori- 
thies under the leadership of W. C. Brown, 
then general manager of the Burlington’s 
Missouri lines, ran a dummy train loaded 
“with policemen and deputy sheriffs and the 
robbers were taken by surprise, their plans 
having been tipped off by a treacherous 
confederate. 

In the attempted robbery of last night: 
no violence was offered to the trainm 
and, after they had held 2 train 35 min 


utes, it was allowed oo 
Conductor Cox and ncieeer Kust, in 


charge of <r train, ran from the scene o 

the robbery to Napier and from there re- 

ported to the general offices in this city.

Dennis Splain, a St. Louis soldier, on re- 
turning from a service of two years in | 
China and the Philippines, received a letter 
in’ San Francisco announcing that ‘his 
mother had been killed and his brother, 
Thomas, charged with the murder. 

He went to St. Patrick’s Church in San 
Francisco, and standing before the altar 
of St. Joseph swallowed a half vial of car- 
bolic: acid. 

Dispatches received by the Post-Dispatch 
Friday morning give the details of the St. 
Louis soldier’s dramatic suicide Thursday 
evening. 

Splain resided at 1507 Biddle street before 
enlisting to. fight for the stars and stri ipes 
before the wails of Pekin and in the fields 
and mountains of the Philippines. 

His ‘sister, Mrs. Elizabeth Gertrude Pey- 
ton, whose sad duty it became to notily 
him of the t c death of their mother, re- 
sided at 1328 arket street.

WAS CONVICTED OF PERJURY 


First Successful Oase in Mr. Folk’s 
Crusade. Against Men Who 
. ” Give Bad Security. 


With the conviction by a jury of Owen 


night, and the five years’ penitentiary sen- 
tence imposed on him, the first fruits of the 
crusade against straw bondsmen inaugur- 
ated by Circuit Attorney Joseph W. Folk 
was realized. 

Although in the office of the clerk of the 
criminal court may be found hundreds of 
bonds on which defendants have been re- 
leased and then disappeared from sight and 
were never brought to trial, Hopple is the 
only straw bondsman who was ever suc- 
cessfully prosecuted. 

He was indicted by the December grand- 
jury and within three months after the 
indictment was returned he has been con- 
victed and is in jaii awaiting the five 
years' penitentiary sentence that the will 
have to serve in expiation of his crime. 

Hopple came to St. Louis from Pennsyl- 
vania a few years ago and opened up a 
real estate office on Chestnut street. His 
capitalh was of not sufficient magnitude to 
permit him of doing much in the real estate 


business and he turned his attention to the 
business of a oy Ty yg bondsman. 

For a while he did a flourishing business. 
He did not own the required amount of 
prcperty to qualify as a competent bonds- 
man and when John Dennis was arrested 
ut fall on a charge of assault to kill 

ha le filled out a qualification bond in 
hich he swore that he owned certain 
ceonertins. 


Was Released, 

but Defaulted. 

Dennis was released on this bond with- 
out question and when his case was called 
Dennis defaulted. Then Circuit Attorney 
Folk investigated the bond. Detective Dick 
Joyce of Chief Desmonds staff was de- 
tailed to collect the evidence. 

Joyce discovered that the statement was 
not accurate. Hopple swore that he owned 
a certain plece of property. The facts were 
shown that he never did ewn it.

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THE HOUSE OF DELEGATES EXPOSURES. 


The city charter makes the House of Delegates the judge of 
the qualifications of its members and the House alone has the 
power to try members on charges of disqualification under the 
provisions of the charter. Neither the mayor nor the Council 
can move in the matter of forfeiting the seats of delegates who 
have violated the charter provisions. 

The Post-Dispatch has clearly shown that several members of 
the House have violated the charter by taking contracts with the 
city. In fact, it has shown that this practice is customary, and 
the members conceal their illegal business by getting the con- 
tracts under names other than their own. 

It is a common thing for members of the municipal assembly 
to conduct business establishments in the names of clerks and 
relatives, for the purpose of dealing with the city. 

These illegal practices ought to be stopped, but there is little 
hope that the House of Delegates wij) stop them, or will investi- 
gate the charges against its members. Too many members are 
tarred with the same stick. 

But the exposures of these practices by the Post-Dispatch have 
not been useless. They have again made clear to the public 
mind the rotten conditions existing in the House of Delegates 
and emphasized the necessity of ridding the city of this obstacle 
to good government.

The thousands of American women who read Sunday’s Post- 
Dispatch must have blushed with delight at the tribute paid 
to American womanhood by Prof. Wehril, an eminent German 
teacher of esthetics.

He says of you, ladies: 

In America are women that resemble one’s conception 
of what fairies, sylphs, nymphs and angels ought .to 
be. Beauties such as Rubens painted are seldom met 
with among the Americans of the Anglo-Saxon race, 
but beings such as Raphael painted are frequently seen / 
in the streets of every large city.

The outward charm can only 
be gained by observing the requiremhents of character that the 
Jerman describes. It is to the perfect American woman that 
the tribute is paid.
